Freedom of Information Internal Review Request — LEX 667 


1. I am writing about your request for internal review, dated 3 October 2023, regarding a 
decision made by the Australian Public Service Commission (Commission) under the 
Freedom of Information Act 1982 (FOI Act). 


Background 


2. On2 September 2023, you requested the following documents from the Commission under 
the FOI Act: 


“T request any and all documents that evidence, or tend to evidence, whether individually 
or collectively (i.e. in the light of one another), that Sia Lagos, David Pringle and/or 
Andrea Jarratt each contravened his or her statutory duty to at all time behave in a way 
that upholds the APS Employment Principles (including the merit selection principles set 
out in subsection 10A(2), which, among other things, provides that a decision be made in 
the course of a competitive selection process, whereby the relative suitability of the 
candidates to perform the relevant duties in assessed based on the relationship between 
the candidates' work-related qualities and the work-related qualities genuinely required 
to perform the duties) when they selected Rohan Muscat to fill an Executive Level 1 
classified National Registrar role in the Federal Court in 2018, ahead of dozens of 
meritorious candidates. 


3. On 3 October 2023, the FOI decision maker, Melanie McIntyre made a decision to refuse 
access to documents on grounds that all reasonable steps have been taken to find documents 
within scope of the request, and that no such documents meeting the description requested 
can be found. 

4. On3 October 2023, you sought an internal review of Ms MclIntyre’s decision. 


Decision 


5. Iam authorised under subsection 23(1) of the FOI Act to make FOI decisions. 


6. Iam satisfied that all reasonable steps have been taken to find documents within scope of 
your request, and that no such documents falling within scope were found to exist.

7. I therefore affirm Ms MclIntyre’s earlier decision by refusing your request for access to 
documents under section 24A of the FOI Act. 


Reasons for decision 


8. Subsection 24A(1) of the FOI Act provides: 
(1) An agency or Minister may refuse a request for access to a document if: 


(a) all reasonable steps have been taken to find the document; and 
(b) the agency or Minister is satisfied that the document: 

(i) is in the agency or Minister’s possession but cannot be found; or 
(ii) does not exist. 


9. The Office of the Australian Information Commissioner (OAIC) has issued guidelines 
under section 93A of the FOI Act. At paragraphs 3.88 to 3.93 of these guidelines, the OAIC 
provides guidance as to the meaning of the term ‘all reasonable steps’ for the purposes of 
subsection 24A(1) of the FOI Act. In this case these steps included searches of document 
management systems and emails.
